SGME INTERESTING FACTS. 


The legal status of women may 
be said to have been practically 
non-existent a- centary!sgo,; and 
one of the earkest enactments 
which conferred protection upon 
the weakerssx was the Whippiig 
Act, of 1820, which provided 
that they shonld not be subjected 
to corporal punishment (says the 
London Daily Graphic) , 

A long interval elspsed bafore 
it was deemed necessary to int-o- 
duce further legislation for their 
specia! benefit; but in 1870 the 
Married Women’s -Property Act 
was passed, and this, with various 
amending Acts, gives a wife 
‘power to possess a separate estate, 
to acquire, dispuse of, mortguge 
or bequeath property without the 
interference of her husband. 
Although a man no longer. con- 
trols his.wife’s property, he is
